T' HE  Student  Council  serves  as  the  student  body  govern- 
merit,  acts  in  promoting  cultural  and  educational  interests 
of  the  students,  and  seeks  to  provide  better  understanding 
and  greater  cooperation  between  the  faculty  and  student 
body. 

The  Council  was  active  from  the  first  day  of  school. 
It  helped  to  welcome  and  orient  the  freshmen.  By  its  ap- 
pointing five  students  to  the  Social  Affairs  Committee,  that 
group  became  for  the  first  time  predominantly  students. 
Homecoming  activities,  including  the  pep  rally,  parade, 
and  crowning  of  the  Queen  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Coun- 
cil. Members  sponsored  both  the  Dubuque  Community 
Chest  and  Christmas  Seal  drives  on  campus.  A survey  of 
social  activities  was  taken  at  mid-year.  Recent  achievements 
have  been  the  reactivation  of  the  Student  Court  and  print- 
ing of  a student  handbook.

S TEFFENS  Hall  elected  seven  repreicntatives  to  the  House  Council  soon  after 
the  men  were  settled  in  the  dormitory  for  the  fall  semester.  One  member  was  se- 
lected to  represent  the  married  couples  on  second  floor. 

Although  in  the  past  the  House  Council  has  set  up  rules  for  quiet  hours  and 
general  conduct  in  the  dormitory,  this  year  additional  responsibility  was  given 
to  the  Council.  An  experiment  was  tried  using  the  Council  to  sit  as  a court  to 
try  House  Rule  violators  and  determine  proper  disciplinary  action. 

Open  house  was  held  especially  for  the  benefit  of  Sev'erance  Hall,  but  the 
public  in  general  was  cordially  invited  to  visit  our  premises. 
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X HE  Social  Affairs  Committee  is  the  governing  body  which  aims  to  help  de- 
velop a well  balanced  social  program  on  the  campus.  Equal  representation  of 
faculty  and  students  comprise  the  body,  making  for  an  equal  voice  in  social 
events  concerning  the  campus. 

Meetings  were  held  every  other  week,  and  the  interludes  always  allowed  for 
the  incubation  of  new  problems  for  us  to  iron  out.  Perhaps  you  have  not  realized 
just  how  full  the  calendar  has  been.  Perhaps  if  you  would  ask  for  a free  night, 
and  you  were  asked  in  return  which  night  you  would  prefer,  the  16th  or  17th 
of  next  October,  the  realization  might  be  comprehended  in  its  true  hue  of  com- 
plexity. 

It  was  decided  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  that  Monday  through  Thurs- 
day nights  be  kept  as  free  as  possible.  The  only  exceptions  to  this  were  fraternity 
and  sorority  meetings  on  Monday,  orchestra  rehearsal  on  Tuesday,  church  choirs 
and  vespers  on  Wednesday,  and  A Cappella  Choir  on  Thursday  night.  Empha- 
sis was  placed  upon  having  a good  and  well  planned  program  for  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights,  not  only  to  hold  the  students  on  the  campus,  but  to  put  a better 
spirit  into  them.  The  desired  result  was  obtained. 

As  we  close  this  year,  it  is  our  hope  that  our  experience  will  be  of  benefit 
next  year  in  producing  an  even  more  interesting  and  varied  social  program  for 
our  school.

J.  HE  1 Q48  season  proved  to  be  a good  one  for  Coach  Kenneth  Moco  Mercer  and  his  charges. 
1 hey  won  all  five  of  their  conference  games  and  two  non-conference  games,  losing  only  to  St. 
Louis  University  in  the  season's  opener.  Upper  Iowa  College  also  went  undefeated  in  conference 
games  so  the  two  schools  share  the  championship. 

T he  Mercermen  traveled  to  St.  Louis  to  open  the  season  with  the  Billikens  of  St.  Louis 
University  on  a hot.  summery  day  in  early  September.  Showing  power,  the  two  teams  fought 
to  a 0-0  halftime  score.  The  lack  of  adequate  reserves  showed  more  in  the  second  half  and  St. 
Louis  began  to  score  and  went  ahead  to  win,  26-6. 

One  week  later  the  Spartans  traveled  to  Storm  Lake  to  play  the  "Beavers”  from  Buena  Vis- 
ta in  the  season  s Conference  opener.  The  Beavers  drew  first  blood  by  scoring  from  the  fifteen 
yard  line.  The  extra  point  attempt  was  unsuccessful.  The  game  remained  at  a 6-0  score  until 
Bob  Purcell  broke  away  with  the  ball  and  raced  65  yards  to  pay  dirt.  Keith  Brown  and  his  ed- 
ucated toe  made  good  for  the  extra  point  and  the  game  ended  in  a 7-6  victory  for  the  Spartans. 

October  1 saw  the  Parsons  College  aggregation  invade  the  Spartan  Camp  and  promptly 
romped  to  a 15-6  halftime  advantage  but  "Moco”  fired  the  boys  up  and  they  came  back  in  the 
second  half  to  hold  the  Parson  scoreless  and  tally  twice  to  make  the  final  count  19-13  in  favor 
of  the  Spartans. 

October  9 the  Spartans  traveled  to  Platteville.  Wisconsin,  to  toy  with  the  Plattcville  Min- 
ers crew  to  the  tunc  of  a 40-0  win  with  the  reserves  seeing  most  of  the  action. 

Homecoming,  October  16.  brought  an  always  tough  Central  College  squad  from  Pella, 
Iowa.  Both  teams  suffered  a number  of  injuries  but  the  Spartans  would  not  be  stopped  and 
went  on  to  win.  20-14,  to  prolong  Coach  Mercer’s  unbroken  string  of  victorious  homecoming 
games. 

October  22  saw  the  Mercermen  travel  to  Decorah,  Iowa,  to  play  the  Luther  College 
Norsemen.  Neither  club  could  get  men  to  pay  dirt  in  the  first  half  and  the  halftime  score  was 
0-0.  In  the  second  half  the  Spartans  came  to  life  and  scored  twice  to  win  13-0  when  the  game 
ended. 

Lewis  College  came  from  Chicago  with  a perfect  record  and  by  the  Chicago  papers  was 
supposed  to  romp  away  with  Dubuque.  The  Spartans  upset  the  highly  rated  Lewis  College 
team  and  rolled  in  the  mud  and  rain  to  a 27-7  victory. 

In  the  last  game  of  the  season,  Iowa  Wesleyan  at  Mount  Pleasant,  the  Mercermen  were 
surprised  by  a beautiful  pass  play.  As  a result  Wesleyan  scored  first.  The  Dubuque  boys  roared 
back  and  rolled  along,  substituting  freely,  to  a 39-13  victory.

A HE  basketball  season  looked  bright  with  the  return  of  eleven  lettermen,  including  the  starting  five 
from  the  previous  year.  Fate,  you  might  say,  stepped  in  and  dealt  the  team  a crushing  blow  from  the 
bottom  of  the  deck.  Jim  Kremer,  who  was  the  spark-plug  of  the  team,  was  sidelined  with  a serious 
illness.  This  broke  up  a combination  that  had  gone  through  two  years  as  conference  champions. 
“Moco”  Mercer  was  faced  with  the  problem  of  finding  a replacement  for  Kremer. 

The  season  opened  against  the  Platteville  Miners  on  their  floor.  The  Spartans  shot  their  way 
to  an  easy  victory.  The  Buena  Vista  Beavers  came  out  of  hibernation  and  visited  the  Spartans  in  the 
Dubuquers’  first  conference  game  which  gave  the  “U”  players  another  win. 

The  Spartans  took  to  the  road  and  encountered  two  Illinois  fives.  The  University  of  Illinois 
Extension  outlasted  the  Spartans  in  a low  scoring  game,  30-25.  Then  the  boys  met  the  Bradley 
Braves  who  took  them  into  camp,  82-35.  Bradley,  by  the  way,  was  rated  the  seventh  best  collegiate 
team  in  the  nation.  The  boys  came  home  to  play  Rio  Grande  College  and  were  on  top  when  the 
buzzer  sounded,  67-55. 

On  the  next  road  trip,  the  jinx  went  along  with  the  team.  The  Buena  Vista  team  avenged  the 
earlier  defeat  which  had  been  handed  them  by  the  Spartans,  South  Dakota  University  and  Morn- 
ingside  College  also  took  the  boys  into  camp,  A college  invitational  tournament  at  Muscatine,  Iowa, 
saw  the  Spartans  take  it  on  the  chin  twice.  The  second  game  was  lost  in  an  overtime  period.  Strange- 
ly enough,  this  second  game  was  the  turning  point  for  the  ball  club.  Even  though  they  lost,  the  right 
combination  "Moco”  had  been  hunting  for  all  this  time  materialized.  Big  Paul  Luehr  took  over  the 
center  slot,  and  things  began  to  happen. 

The  first  half  of  the  basketball  season  ended  rather  disastrously,  but  the  second  half  of  the 
schedule  was  entirely  different.  The  first  test  of  the  New  Year  was  against  an  improved  Platteville 
Miners,  but  the  Spartans  had  improved  one  hundred  percent  and  edged  the  game  Miners,  63-62. 
The  Dubuquers’  next  game  was  in  a return  match  with  the  University  of  Illinois  Extension.  An 
earlier  defeat  was  avenged  as  the  Spartans  found  the  range  consistently  to  win  easily.  57-37.

The  boys  in  blue  and  white  had  plenty  on  their  hands  when  they  tangled  with  the  hard  charg- 
ing Platteville  Teachers  crew.  The  Spartans  had  to  work  for  the  final  55-49.  The  last  seven  games 

of  the  season  were  all  important,  for  the  Dubuque  conference  standing  hung  in  the  balance.  Penn 
College  was  the  first  of  the  conference  opponents  the  Spartans  tamed  during  1949.  Jerry  Borg, 
the  Spartans'  leading  scorer,  meshed  the  nets  for  3 3 points.  A strong  Wartburg  team  traveled  to 
Dubuque,  but  the  Spartans  proved  too  much  for  them.  Simpson  College  met  a similar  fate  at  the 
hands  of  the  Spartans.  The  return  game  with  Penn  found  a repeat  of  the  previous  performance. 
Probably  the  most  important  game  of  the  year  to  "Moco”  was  the  return  game  at  Simpson.  It  was 
the  first  time  “Moco”  had  ever  taken  an  athletic  team  to  play  against  his  alma  mater.  The  Spartans 
had  to  work  hard  to  win,  but  they  pulled  it  out  of  the  fire,  5 2-48.  The  Dutchmen  from  Central  Col- 
lege were  the  next  opponents,  and  the  Spartans  took  them  into  camp. 

The  last  conference  game,  and  the  last  game  of  the  season,  was  at  Waverly,  Iowa,  against  the 
stubborn  Wartburg  Knights  who  nearly  darkened  the  team's  winning  streak.  The  Spartans,  after  a 
hard  battle,  stopped  the  Knights,  51-43. 

From  Jan.  8 to  Feb.  16,  the  Dubuque  team  had  the  longest  winning  streak  in  Iowa  with  ten 
consecutive  victories.  The  Spartans  finished  the  season  with  a 13-7  record  for  a .650  percentage.  In 
conference  play  the  team  was  second  to  Luther  College  with  8 wins  and  1 loss,  an  .889  percentage. 
Again,  the  Spartans  topped  the  defensive  mark  in  the  conference  with  a 42.4  defensive  average.  The 
offensive  mark  was  61.1.  Jerry  Borg  was  the  team's  leading  scorer  in  twenty  games  with  33  5 total 
points  and  a 17.5  average.  In  the  conference  he  was  the  second  highest  scorer  with  a 16.3  average  in 
nine  games. 

Letter  winners  were:  Earl  Gantenbein,  Dwight  Price.  Jerry  Borg,  Eldon  Loats,  Bill  Huffman, 
Paul  Luehr,  Bob  Nissen,  Leroy  Watts,  Rhys  Hutchison,  and  Bill  Braught.

W ITH  only  four  lettermen.  Coach  Peterson  was  again  this  year  faced  with  rebuilding  his  squad 
mainly  from  Freshmen.  In  the  first  of  the  seven  meets  of  the  season,  the  Coe  Relays,  the  Spartans 
were  able  to  collect  only  one  first  place  with  Dwight  Price’s  record  setting  heave  of  121'  9"  with  the 
discus.  Other  seconds  and  thirds  in  track  and  field  enabled  the  Spartan  cinder  men  to  nail  down 
fourth  place. 

The  second,  Iowa  State  Teachers  Relays,  with  such  schools  as  Minnesota  and  Iowa  entered  was 
real  competition,  and  the  only  Spartan  to  place  was  Freshman  star  Bob  Williams  with  a second  in  the 
broad  jump. 

Next  Coach  Peterson  sent  five  thinclads  to  the  nationally  known  Drake  Relays  and  the  quartel 
of  Borg,  Montanus,  Schaumberg,  and  Floyd,  running  in  that  order  placed  fourth  in  the  half-mile 
relay. 

In  the  first  home  dual  since  before  the  war,  and  with  a five-year  winning  streak  in  duals,  the 
Spartans  faced  Wartburg  at  Chalmers  Field  and  proceeded  to  clip  them  to  the  tune  of  102-29. 

The  following  Saturday  Pete’s  thinclads  met  St.  Ambrose  at  Chalmers  Field  and  defeated  them. 
96-35. 

The  triangular  scheduled  with  Loras  and  Iowa  State  Teachers  at  Loras  was  called  off  because  of 

rain. 

The  Iowa  Conference  meet  at  Simpson  College,  Indianola,  Iowa,  completed  the  year's  activi- 
ties, Coach  Peterson’s  thinclads,  though  few  in  number,  proved  to  have  what  it  takes  and  nailed 
down  second  place.  Jerry  Borg  successfully  defended  his  440  title  against  strong  competition.  Leroy 
Watts  showed  what  he  can  do  by  tying  for  first  in  the  high  jump.  Bob  Williams  proved  to  be  the 
high  point  getter  by  consistently  winning  or  placing  in  the  high  and  low  hurdles  and  broad  jump. 
We  don’t  have  words  of  praise  enough  for  the  v/ork  done  by  Manager  Frank  "Moose”  Donner. 
who  along  with  the  coach,  kept  the  boys  in  condition.
